‘BA YI' COMMENTS ON CCP SIXTH PLENARY SESSION 
(W212207 (Clandestine) Ba Yi Radio in Mandarin to China 1400 GMT 21 Fed 41 


{Text} The delay in holding the 6th plenary session of the llth CCP Central 
Committee is an apparent mietake. The party and the army are already very 
sensitive to the agenda of the sixth plenary session. Now Vice Chairman Deng 
has decided to again postpone the convocation of the session. This will not 
only confuse the thinking of the broad messes of cadres but also worry many 
party Central Committee members. Not long after someone from the Secretariat 
of the CCP Central Committee mentioned that Chairman Hua would be ready to 
step down at the sixth plenary session of the CCP Central Committee, 

Comrade Deng Xiaoping decided to postpone the convocation of the session. 
Needl:as to say, everyone understands that the delay is caused by differences 
in opinion between the leaders of the central authorities on this issue. 


According to a report received by the PLA General Political Department on the 
current ideas of the commanders and fighters in PLA units, many army cadres 
believe that to squeeze out Comrade Hua Guofeng and relieve him from his 

post as the chairman at the sixth plenary session of the CCP Central Committee 
is Vice Chairman Deng's final move after he has removed more than 230 central, 
local and army leaders from their poste in the past few years, including 

Wang Dongxing, Chen Xilian, Ji Dengkui and Wu De. 


Someone believes that to relieve Chairman Hua from his post is unreasonable. 
Chairman Hua's transfer to work for the CCP Central Committee was arranged 
by Premier Zhou. So far as his age and experience in working at central and local 
levels, he was well qualified in assuming the post of chairman. Besides, 
Chairman Hua made the important contribution to the overthrow of the "gang of 
four." The fact that Comrades Deng Xiaoping, Peng Zhen, Hu Yaobang, Huang 
Kecheng and others were able to resume their leading posts outside and inside 
the party after they were stripped of all their posts is directly connected 
with the efforts of Chairman Hua, who cared little about his personal gains 
or losses and always kept in mind the future of the party and state. In 
addition, the appointment of Hua Guofeng as chairman was truly connected with 
the note written by Chairman Mao: "With you in charge, I feel at ease. 

If you have any question, you can ask Jiang Qing." However, the plenary 
session of the CCP Central Committee and the llth party congress convened 
after the downfall of the "gang of four" have both reaffirmed Comrade Hua 
Guofeng's position as chairman. 














Also some people said: We have repeatedly run into problema in our economic 
policies and found errors in our economic plane, Our principal party and 
government leaders are mainly responsible for such errors, This view should 

no longer be considered objective. Although Chairman Hua concurrently assumed 
the post of premier, the actual power was in che hands of Comrade Deng Xiaoping. 


Comrade Chen Yun said it well: All the party and government leaders are 
responsible for the economic failures and errors during the first 2 years 
after the downfall of the "gang of four" and during these few years of economic 
readjustment. We should not look for scapegoat whenever we find something 
wrong like what we did in the past. In short, the party, the government and 
the people are greatly confused now. Only by convening the sixth plenary 
session at an earlier date will it be possible to clarify all issues, Further 
delay in convening the session will create even greater confusion among the 


people.

'XINHUA' INTERVIEWS AFGHAN RESISTANCE LEADERS

["What Afghan Resistance Groups Think of Political Solution?--Correspondents 
Shen Yuqiang and Chen Mouhua"--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Islamabad, February 16 (XINHUA)--Contacts with Afghan resistance 

groups have strengthened the impression of a consensus among them on some 
important aspects of the question of seeking a political solution to the 

Afghanistan issue. This, of course, does not mean that there is no minor 
difference in their stance toward a political settlement. 


All the resistance groups drew attention to the need to watch out against 

the Kremlin's trick to induce the countries concerned to recognize the Babrak 
Karmal regime in a deal for a “political solution.” They noted that the 
recent proposal for the Karmal regime's separate talks with Pakistan and Iran 
was just such a trick. They maintain that the Kabul regime does not repre- 
sent the Afghan people and was installed by the invading Soviet forces. It 
is a tool in the hands of the Soviets to impose their rule on the country. 


The Afghan people repudiated it and the great majority of the countries refused 
to recognize it. 


The resistance groups also stressed that it is imperative for the true repre- 
sentatives of the Afghan people to sit in on the talks if a real political 
solution is to be attained. This is because the matter has a direct and vital 
bearing on the interests of the Afghan people. 


A spokesman of the Islamic Alliance for the Liberation of Afghanistan told 
XINHUA, "The Afghanistan issue cannot be resolved without the participation 
of the freedom fighters." Any plan which runs counter to the Afghan people's 
interests and the independence and sovereignty of the country is unacceptable. 


The Soviet Union must pull all its troops out of Afghanistan. The Afghan 
issue is the result of Soviet military intervention in that country. The 
resistance groups, therefore, pointed out that the best and in fact the only 
solution is for the Soviet troops to quit Afghanistan. 











A leader of the Ielamic Alliance said that a solution is impossible with 
the Soviet forces remaining in occupation of Afghanistan, Soviet withdrawal 
is a primary condition for a political settlement, he said. 








The resistance groups interviewed by XINHUA showed a deep distrust of the 
Soviet Union, They believe that Moscow is not sincere in suggesting a 
political solution whea nearly 100,000 of its troops are hanging on in their 
country and when Afghan people including women and children are killed every 
day. They regard the Soviet proposal as an obvious gambit to consolidate 
the position of Moscow and its quislings in Afghanistan. 


The resistance groups showed no illusion about « political settlement, Some 
of them have no objection to efforts towards this end, while others take a 
negative attitude. They, however, are agreed that negotiations for a political 
solution under the present circumstances will yield no results. They said 
that they placed little hope on the efforts to seek a political solution as 
the Soviet Union had ignored the resolutions of the United Nations General 
Assembly and the Islamic conference which repeatedly pressed for the 
withdrawal of its troops. They emphasized that resolute actions are needed 

to compel the Kremlin to observe these resolutions. 


Contacts with the resistance groups made it clear that they are all resolved 

to fight the Soviets on all fronts until these aggressors quit the country. 
This, they consider, is their best support to the world's peace-loving 
countries and people who are striving to end the Soviet occupation of 
Afghanistan and safeguard peace and security in the region and the world at 
large. They are looking forward to more support and assistance, moral as 

well as material, from these countries, and hope that heavier pressure would 

be brought to bear on the Soviet Union so that it will have no alternative 

but to quit Afghanistan and allow the Afghan people to solve their own problems.

"XINHUA' COMMENTS ON AL-SADAT'S POLICY ON EUROPEAN VISIT 
OW141228 Beijing XINHUA in English 1207 GMT 14 Feb 81 


("Round Up: Sadat's Effort To Secure European Support for Solution to Middle 
East Problem--by Correspondent Chen Peiming"--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Cairo, February 13 (XINHUA)--Egyptian President Anwar al-Sadat re- 
turned here this evening from a five-day visit to Europe aimed at influencing 
the European drive for a peaceful settlement of the Middle East problem. 


The visit is regarded here as Egypt's major diplomatic move at a time when 
the Middle East region is in a state of unrest owing to the increasing expansion 
and infiltration of Soviet hegemonism and the persistent aggressive policy of 
Israel. The Arab countries are pressing for a solution to the Palestinian 
problem while rejecting the Camp David agreements. The talks on Palestinian 
autonomy between Egypt, the U.S. and Israel are stalemated. The Reagan 
administration is studying and working out its policy towards the Middle East 
and a change in the Israeli government is expected after the elections in 
June. The West European countries, whose interests are so closely tied to 
the developments in Middle East and Gulf Area, are anxious to launch a new 
initiative. 


It was disclosed by European papers that EEC has prepared a working paper 

for talks under four main headings: Israeli withdrawal from the occupied Arab 
territories; seif-determination for the Palestinians; security guarantees for 
all parties and the future of Jerusalem. The current president of the EEC 
ministerial council, Christopher Van Der Klaauw, has toured some countries 
and is coming for an official visit to the area to .amiliarize himself with 
and to try to identify various viewpoints on a Middle East settlement with 
the working paper as a basis. Klaawv and other prominent figures including 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher are going to visit Washington to 
coordinate their Middle ‘ast policy with that of the new U.S. administration. 


It is precisely at this moment that Al-Sadat paid a visit to Europe and 
addressed the European parliament elaborating Egypt's stance on the Middle 
East problem. Diplomatic circles here affirmed that Egypt was making full 
use of the time to intensify its contacts with Europe, and influencing 
the European drive. 














A\-Sadat told European statesmen that Egypt is determined to achieve peace, 
Egypt supporte Palestinians’ right to self-determination, He asked European 
countries to persuade both Israelis and Palestinians to accept the formula 

of mutual and simultaneous recognition, and invited Europe to take part in 
security guarantees in the region. However, Sadat sticked [as printed] to 
Camp David accords, He did not favour the participation of Jordan or the PLO 
in the negotiations at the present time. They could take part in the 
negotiations only after an agreement on autonomy has been reached, he stressed, 


Al-Sadat reiterated that Egypt welcomes any European effort, It was learnt 
here that Egypt hoped the new European initiative would continue the process 
already made on the basis of the Camp David accords, not "to start from zero," 
But some European officials said that they want "to keep all channels and 
options open to choose the best." Europe also calls for the participation 

of the PLO in any peace negotiations, 


The Western political circles showed interest in Sadat's speech. The 
European parliament has decided to hold an open debate on his speech, The 
U.S. paper CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR said that Ai-Sadat has ‘aunched a new 
campaign for securing the European support for his visualisation of the 
comprehensive settlement in the Middle East. 


Egyptian sources here pointed out that Egypt and Europe are identical in 
strategy and target toward the comprehensive settlement of the Middle East 
issue, though they differ in tactics or procedure. Egypt does not want the 
Camp David process to be altered because the accords are regarded as Egypt's 
diplomatic accomplishment. Besides, they believe that Egypt wants to recover 
the best of Sinai. According to the peace treaty between Egypt and Israel, 
Israel will withdraw from the rest of Sinai by April 1982. 


Observers here indicated that although much differences still exist between 
all related sides concerning the ways of the Middle East peace talks in the 
coming stage, the situation is more pressing for an early settlement of the 
Middle East problem with the Palestinian issue as its core than ever before. 
British Foreign Secretary Carrington said recently, "Nobody could expect a 
speedy progress in such an intricate and long pending problem as that of the 
Middle East, still, the current situation might be more flexible than before 
long ago." 


Egypt has been actively developing its cooperation with Europe in various 
fields. While enhancing cooperation with the U.S. is a priority in Egypt's 
foreign policy, to promote its relations with Europe is an ——— aspect 
of the present Egyptian diplomatic drive.

"XINHUA' INTERVIEWS EGYPTIAN DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER 
OW172002 Beijing XINHUA in English 1946 GMT 17 Feb 81 


[Text] Cairo, February 17 (XINHUA correspondent Chen Peiming)--"President 
Anwar As-Sadat is devoting his time this year to internal affairs. He is 
concentrating mainly on food sufficiency which is number one item in Egypt," 
said Egyptian Deputy Prime Minister Ahmad Fu'ad Muhyi d-Din here today 

in an exclusive interview with XINHUA, 


The food problem as well as the infrastructure and housing problem are two 
priorities Egypt is really facing internally from the economic point 

of view, Muhyi ad-Din asserted. He added that particularly in wheat, Egypt 
is importing up to five million tons of wheat a year while it crops only 
about two million tons a year. "Thie is due to the limitation of land 
space. We are only cultivating 5.6 million feddans." 


Another reason he mentioned is that "the populetion in Egypt increases at 
a very high rate of 2.9 per cent annually." 


Dr. Muhyi ad-Din said that Egypt allocated 20 per cent of its budget for 
food sufficiency. This includes reclamation of new lands, increase of new 
crops in the already cultivated lands, the use of new fertilizer and new 
seeds. Egypt allocated another 20 per cent of the budget for infrastructure 
and housing this year. 


Referring to the prospect of the Middle East situation this year, the Egyptian 
deputy prime minister said that Egypt aims at preparing a proper way to compre- 
hensive peace in the area. "We think 1981 will be the decisive one for the 
agreement on the Middle East crisis." 


There are differences between Egypt and Israel on issues including the East 
Jerusalem question, the settlement problem and the repression of the people 
of the West Bank. "We are trying our best to convince the Israeli Government 
to implement the Camp David accords," he added. 


He condemned the Soviet policy in the Middle East as well as in the world, 
asserting that the USSR is planning for its own expansion rather than 
preparing peace for the area. 











Dealing with the Afghanistan problem, he said that Egypt is giving the Afghan 
people money and arms to fight against the Soviet imperialist invasion, "It 
is not an easy job for such people to stand against such a huge war machine, 
but we are sure about the passion and strength of the Afghan people,” he 
stressed, 


Muhyi ad-Din stated that Egypt te very much sensitive to foreign interference 
in African affaires, We demanded that the Libyan troops withdraw from Chad, 
lie said: “Bach African state should settle ite own problems and no foreign 
forces should interfere in the internal affaires of any African state," 


He described the non-aligned foreign minister conference as "successful." 

He said, firstly, the proposale of some Arab states to suspend Egypt membership 
in the movement were not accepted by the conference, Secondly, it called on 
all foreign troops to withdraw from Kampuchea and Afghanistan,

‘BA YI RADIO’ DISCUSSES SINO~VLETWAMESE WAR

(Summary from poor reception) “It has been exactly 2 years since we sent 
our troops into Vietnam, but today there are still people who oppose making 
an overall assessment of thie serious armed clash between China and Vietnam. 
This is extremely wrong. As a matter of fact, our party and army leaders 
made many comments on this ieeue after the war. Some of their views are 
one-sided while others are superficial. Sometimes they even differ com- 
pletely in their opinions. The leaders at the higher level are like this. 
We can imagine what the people at the lower level are thinking. 


"At a meeting of the central authorities, Comrade Yan Gdezhi noted: We 
penetrated 40 km into Vietnam within 3 weeks, but tens of thousands of our 
fighters were wounded and killed. In the battle at Lang Son alone, more than 
1,000 fighters were wounded and killed every day. This was a war of attrition. 
At a work conference of the CCP Central Committee, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said: 
This war was fought to show off to other people." 


Comrade Chen Yun also commented on this war. He said: It is important to 
consider the economic factors in fighting a war. We sent troops into Vietnam 
in February and withdrew them in March. We did this simply because of 
economic reasons. If we do not keep economic factors in mind, we will ruin 
our party and estate. Chen Yun's words merit our attention. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen called for drawing lessons from this war, saying that 
fighting Vietnam was a pure military adventure which brought irretrievable 
losses to our party, state and army politically, militarily and economically. 


Both Vietnam and China now deploy a large number of troops along the Sino-

[XINHUA Wrap-up Report: "Defend the Fundamental Principles of the Nonalined 
Movement" | 


{Text} New Delhi, 13 Feb (XINHUA)--The conference of the foreign ministers 
of nonalined countries ceremoniously opened on 9 February at the Palace of 
Science in the Indian capital of New Delhi. After several daye of strenuous 
efforts, the conference repeatedly revised and adopted the final declaration 
drafted by India. The overwhelming majority of the countries participating 
in the conference upheld unity and defended the fundamental principles of 
the nonalined movement. 


On 11 February, the conference of foreign ministers held a special session 

to mark the 20th anniversary of the first eummit conference of 25 nonal ined 
countries that was held in Belgrade in 1961. Twenty years have elapsed since 
then. The nonalined movement has now developed into a broad movement consist- 
ing of more than 90 member states whose total population accounts for 40 percent 
of the world population. At the same time, the nonalined movement faces a 
threat from the superpowers which try in every way to sabotage it--particularly 
that superpower which poses as “the natural ally" of the nonalined countries 
but which attempts to change the fundamental principles of the movement and 

to split ite ranks through Cuba and Vietnan. 


During the general debate at the conference, the delegates of many countries 
pointed out: the fundamental principle of the nonalined movement were for- 
mulated at the famovs Bandung conference. Their essence is: upholding inde- 
pendence and maintaining a nonbloc character; persisting in opposing 
imperialism, colonialism, raciem, all foreign domination and hegemony; oppos- 
ing the use of force, and safeguarding world peace. 


In his speech at the conference on 11 February, the Vietnamese foreign minister 
openly objected to stressing these fundamental principles now and flagrantly 
opposed “the principle of maintaining neutrality between the two military 
blocs." Furthermore, he tried to defend the Soviet Union for its occupation 

of Afghanistan and Vietnam for its invasion of Kampuchea. This is not difficult 
to understand because what Vietnam has done deviates from these fundamental 
principles cherished by the truly nonalined countries. 
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At this conference, Cuba did not dare openly hawk the inferior atuff about 
"the natural ally.” Wowever, according to Indian press reporte, the Cuban 
delegate still tried to furtively peddle smuggled goods during 4 meeting 

of the political committee, These goods were sternly refused by the Yugoslav 
delegate at once. 


On the day the conference opened, Singapore's foreign minister said: At the 
Havana summit conference, some people attempted to “hitch the nonalined 
train to the Moscow locomotive.” He pointed ovt that this New Delhi con- 
ference “must ensure that thie train will run along ite own tracks." 


This conference discussed such major issues as Afghanistan, Kampuchea, the 
Indian Ocean, the Iraq-Iran war and support for the African people in their 
struggle againet colonialiem and raciem. Acting according to fundamental 
principles of the nonalined movement, most delegates waged an effective 
struggle against attempts to deviate from these principles. 


The declaration drafted by the hoet country did not condemn by name the 
acte of aggression by the Soviet Union and Vietnam, and it did not call for 
withdrawing their troops from Afghanistan and Kampuchea respectively. 
However, delegates from Pakistan, Yugoslavia, Singapore, Nepal, Zaire and 
many other countries definitely demanded that the terms of opposing 
aggression and withdrawing foreign troops be included in the declaration. 

In response to the argument by some people at the conference that "it is 

of no avail" to condemn the Soviet Union and Vietnam, some delegates sharply 
pointed out that remaining silent and evading questions would encourage the 
occupation armies to continue their aggression. 


On the day the conference opened, over 300 Afghan men and women, old and young, 
demonstrated near the conference site to protest Soviet aggression. Their 
representatives called on the conference to force the Soviet Union to withdraw 
its troops from Afghanistan. They said: "If the conference does not condemn 
aggression, it is not a nonalined one." Through the efforts of most delegates 
to the conference, some major revisions were made in the paragraphs of the 
draft declaration on Afghanistan and Kampuchea, and the phrase calling for 

the withdrawal of foreign troops was included in the declaration. 


On the question of the Indian Ocean, the draft declaration only mentioned the 
American military base on Diego Garcia in the Indian Ocean but made no mention 
of Soviet naval activities and bases. After discussion, the name of 

Diego Garcia was deleted from the declaration, and written into it was the 
phrase of making concerted efforts to oppose the building of military bases 
by the superpowers in the Indian Ocean. Thus, the Soviet Union was also 
denounced for building military bases in the Indian Ocean. 


The achievements of this conference were hard-earned. They are the result of 
a resolute struggle by most delegates upholding the fundamental principles of 
the nonalined movement against a few countries, represented by Vietnam and 
Cuba, which attempted to undermine these principles. This shows that the 
nonalined movement is full of strong vitality and can resist outside pressure, 
uphold unity and continue to contribute to world peace. 
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What merite attention ie that during the conference, many delegates frequently 
mentioned the question of “recoleniszation" at the rostrum and in the lounge. 
Aa the Pakistani ambassador to India said at the opening session of the 
conference, Third World countries have faced "the threat of recolonization" 
since the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. This shows that emall and medium- 
sized countries are worried by and are guarding against Soviet aggression. 


The New Delhi conference of foreign ministers ended today. The eye-catching 
conference emblem over the rostrum--a flying dove in two hands that have 
broken an iron chain--etill remains fresh in the minds of people. The two 
hands that have freed themselves from the colonialist shackles yearn for 


independence and peace and will never be allowed to be fettered with a new 
chain,

[Text) Warsaw, February 13 (XINHUA)--Wojciech Jaruzelseki, chairman of the 
Council of Ministers of Poland, pledged today that his government would 
keep constant channels of dialogue and systematic contact with the people 
on order to attain their trust and understanding. 


The new Polish leader said this at a press conference on the objectives of 
his government.

Briefing reporters on the government's proposed economic reform, Jaruzelski 
said the reform will be based on closely linking net national production 

and the number of the employed with the average level of wage. But this does 
not imply the threat of unemployment, he stressed. Workers from halted 
investment projects would be transferred to services, small-scale private 
manufacturing and particularly agriculture, he said. 


On the division of labor among government leaders, he said, as chairman of 
the Council of Ministers, he himself will take charge of the Defense 
Ministry in addition to policies on foreign, judicial and religious affairs. 


Polish new vice-chairman of the Council of Ministere M. Rakowski held a press 
conference the same day for foreign newsmen.

[Text] Beijing, February 27 (XINHUA)--A 27-member Chinese wushu (traditional 
boxing and fencing) and qigong (traditional breathing exercise) troupe will 
tour Britain, France and Switzerland next month. 


As one of the most popular sports in China, wushu differs from Western-style 
boxing in that both hands and feet are used. It also may involve the use of 
various ancient weapons such as the sword, spear, trident, club and whip. 


Qigong is both a breathing exercise and a method of concentration that focuses 
intense energy into a small area of the body. Five qigong masters will per- 
form with the troupe, also demonstrating their mastery of yinggong, Chinese 
toughening exercise. 


One of the qigong demonstrations consists of a double-ended spear pressed 
against the throats of Zhu Zhongfu, a 25-year-old tractor driver from 
Guangxi, and Deng Peizhi, a young building worker from the same region. 
The two men move toward each other until the spear shaft cracks under the 
pressure. 


The 16 wushu players, nine men and seven women, selected from nine provinces 
and municipalities and one autonomous region, average 20 years old. Most 
captured gold medals at the National Wushu Championships last year. 


A program of 40 items will be presented during their tour. These include 
“free fight,” an armed combatant challenging one who is unarmed, "hou gun,” 
or monkey with a cudgel and “she quan,” or snake boxing. 

The troupe leader, Chen Hanzhang, a leading member of the China Sports 
Service Company, hopes the European visit "will enhance the friendship and 
mutual understanding between the Chinese people and the West European people 
and introduce the Chinese arts to them." 


The troupe will give 20 performances in five cities in Britain from March 8 
through 31 and then visit Paris and Lausanne.

BRITISH CHESS TEAM TAKES LEAD OVER PRC TEAM

[Text] Beijing, 16 Feb (XINHUA)--The visiting British international chess 
team took a one-point lead over the Chinese team here today, after six of 
the scheduled eleven rounds in the Sino-British international chess competi- 
tion. The first three rounds were played in Shanghai where the British took 
7.5 points for a three-point lead. The visitors, who have so far collected 
12 points, flew this afternoon to Guangzhou (Canton), south China, to play 
the final five rounds.

They 
will play in Guangzhou. 


In the Beijing rounds, 20-year-old Liang Jinrong, who was approved as one of 
China's two international masters by the International Chess Federation last 
December, drew the British champion and international grandmaster Jon Speelman, 
and Britain's second international grandmaster Raymond Keene. The international 
master Robert Bellin, who led the individual scores with five points in the 
fitet six rounds, defeated Qi Jingxuan, individual champion at the Sino-French 
contest in France on February 4. 


Chief referee Robert Wade told XINHUA: "The British players have a higher 
rating than the Chinese--but the rating of the Chinese players is not an indi- 
cation of their potential.” He said: "China has a hard-working and hard- 
fighting team. They just lack international experience. This Chinese 
tournament has been an experience that the British players will remember all 
their lives." Mr Wade, who is an international master, said he also hoped 
that the tour would strengthen the friendship between the chess players and 
the peoples of the two countries.

They did the improvisations quite well and it was hard to tell who was the 
best at this stage, he added. Like running a race, they were just at the 
starting line. The most important thing was to select the actors and 
actresses whose characters were close to those in the play, including some 
important parts of the juniors. 


Noted playwright Cao Yu, president of the Chinese Dramatists Association and 
head of the Beijing People's Art Theater, said: "The British council has 
sent two noted dramatists to work at the Beijing People's Art Theater. This 
will certainly arouse wide interest in the Chinese drama circles." He 
added that the Chinese audience would be pleased to see Mr. Robertson's 
deep understandirg of Shakespeare's plays and his directing art. 


The Old Vic Company of Britain is famous for its presentation of Shakespeare's 


plays. Mr. Toby Robertson came to China with the company late in 1979 when 
it presented “Hamlet” in Beijing and Shanghai.

CHRONOLOGICAL RISE, FALL OF HUA GUOFENG OUTLINED

[Text] In 1921 Hua Guofeng was born in Jiaocheng county of Shanxi 
province. 


From 1925 to 1932 he attended elementary school at the “Jiaocheng 
First Primary School.” 


Prom 1932 till 1938 he attended secondary school at the Taiyuan 
National Teachers School. 


The War of Resistance 


In 1937 Hua Guofeng joined the Chinese Communist front organization 
“The Martyr's Alliance to Save the Nation” which had been organized 
by Bo Yibo (5631 0001 3134). 


In 1940 Hua took charge of the Jiaocheng Worker-Peasant-Youth- 
Women's Alliance to Resist Japan. That same year he also was Chief 
of the Propaganda Department of the Jiaocheng Chinese Communist 
County Committee. 


In 1942 in the mountainous area east of Jiaocheng in the village of 
Lingshang Hua Guofeng started the first Jiaocheng “Munitions 

Cooperative” (in 1942 this was enlarged as the “Lingshang Arsenal"), 
and after this Hua led the militia and directed the Jiaocheng land- 

— warfare, becoming famous throughout the mountainous region of 
uliang. 


The War of Liberation 
From 1945 till 1947 Hua Guofeng served as the secretary of the 


Jiaocheng County Party Committee and as the political commissar of 
the county regiment. 
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In the period from 1947 to 1949 Hua was transferred to to the Yangqu 
county area (now a part of Taiyuan municipality) to the north of 
Taiyuan, where he held the responsibility of Secretary of the County 
Party Committee and Political Commissar of the County Armed Regiment. 
He conducted guerrilla warfare in the Luliang mountain area. 


In the spring of 1949 Hua Guofeng accompanied the Shanxi, Jinshong 
First Local Party Committee work group southward to Hebei province 
and later underwent one month of training in Shijiaghuang city. On 
April 21st of that year the Chinese Communist armies forced their way 
across the Changjiang and Hua Guofeng and the work group accompanied 
the regular armed forces on the southward journey. In August Hua took 
control of Xiangyin county assuming the positions of — of the 
County Party Committee and Political Commissar of the county level 
People's Armed Forces. 


The Establishment of the New China 


In the summer of 1950 Hua rt took charge of the “land reform 
experiment” in Yongle township. This experiment was concluded in the 
winter and thereafter was promoted throughout the whole county as the 
"Yonale experience.” The county-wide land reform was characterized by 
heavy — of the landlords and rapid confiscation and re- 
distribution of the land. The whole process was praised by the Hunan 
provincial Party Committee and the South-Central Party Bureau. 


In June of 1951 Hua Guofeng was transferred to Xiangtan county 
where he assumed the responsibility of the Secretary of the county 
level Party Committee and the Political Commissar of the county level 
People's Armed Forces. 


In August of 1952 Hua was transferred out of Xiangtan county to 
assume the responsibilities of Commissioner of Xiangtan prefecture, 
Deputy Secretary of the Xiangtan Local Party Committee and Political 
Commissioner of the Xiangtan Military Sub-District. 


In the spring of 1954 the Xiangtan Local Party Committee along with 
all other county committees broadened their operations of primary 
level communes to a total of 75. Hua Guofeng was specially sent with 
the local farty Committee work group to the Dongting dikes of 
Xiangyin county to organize 18 mutual aid teams into the province's 
first higher level agricultural cooperative. 


In the winter of 1955 the cooperativization movement was spread 
throughout the entire nation and Hua expressed a great deal of 
enthusiasm. In December of that year Hua issued 17 periodic short 
reports regarding the cooperativization which were later transmitted 
by the Hunan provincial government to Mao Zedong. ‘he result was 

that in his book ZHONGGUO NONGCUNDE SHEHUIZHUYI GAOCHAO [THE HIGH 

TIDE OF CHINESE SOCIALIST AGRICULTURE | Mao Zedong selected six investi- 
gative reports concerning Hunan province and of these three concerned 
Xiangtan prefecture. 
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In May of 1956 Hua was transferred from the Xiangtan prefectural 
Party Committee to the Hunan provincial People's Committee where he 
assumed the responsibility of the acting secretary of the party 
organization and worked in the Office of Culture and Education. This 
marked the — of hie participation in provincial level Commun- 
jet Party political work. 


The Period of Anti-Rightiem and the Lushan Conference 


In 1957 the anti-rightiet movement began. Hua Guofeng was in charge 
on the Department of Culture, Education and Health and became famous 
for his suppression of the “literary ealon clique.” The term “literary 
salon clique” refers to a group of ya — artiste and writers 
such as Kang De 1660 1795! and Wei Mengke (7614 3718 0344), In the 
winter of that year Hua was promoted to Chief of the Provincial Party 
Committee Propaganda Department.

In 1960 Hua Guofeng was in charge of the Six-Level Cadre Conference 
of the Hunan Provincial Finance and Trade System, which showed that 
K+. —* his power had already expanded into the area of finance 
and economic. 


In 1967 Hua assumed the position of Secretary of the Xiangtan Pre- 
fectural Party Committee and moved to Xiangtan city. 


In October of 1963 Hua Guofeng together with armther provincial party 
secretary Li Duanshan (2621 4551 1472] led a group to Guangdong to 
carry out an investigation of agricultural work. After returning to 
Changsha he wrote GUANYU CANGUAN GUANGDONG NONGYE SHENGCHANDE 
QINGKUANG BAOGAO [A REPORT ON OBSERVED CONDITIONS IN GUANGDONG 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION). Mao Zedong was favorably impressed with 
the ah added his comments and the whole was transmitted to each 
province. 


In 1964 Hua was transferred back to Changsha where he again assumed 
the duties of Secretary of the Provincial Party Committee and Deputy 
Governor of Hunan Province and also was in charge of Finance and 
Trade, However, he also took charge of industry, agriculture, culture 
and education and became Secretary of the Provincial Party Standing 
Commi t tee -

The Great Cultural Revolution 


Early in 1967 Hua Guofeng was attacked by the Cultural Revolution 
and both he and the First Secretary Zhang Pingyi (1728 1627 0001 ) 
lost their positions. However, they did not lose their positions for 
a very long time, and in the summer of that very same year Mua Guofeng 
assumed the status of “Revolutionary Leading Cadre” and joined the 
Preparations Team of the Hunan Provincial Revolutionary Committee. 


In 1968 the Hunan Provincial Revolutionary eet was established 
eng Lin Biao personally entrusted Li Yuan [7812 0626) and Long Shujin 
7893 2579 6855) as Chairman and First Deputy Chairman while Hua 
Guofeng was made Deputy Chairman. 


In April of 1969 the Chinese Communist Party held its Ninth Congress 
and Hua Guofeng was elected to be a member of the Central Committee. 


In the fall of 1970 Li Yuan went on manuevers with the army and Long 
Shujin was sent by Lin Biao to take charge in Xinji . Hua Guofene 
then became acting chairman of the Provincial Revolutionary Committee 
and at the end of that year became First Secretary of the Provincial 
Committee. After that, he also assumed the position of Second Political 
Commissar of the Guangzhou Military District. 


After the Lin Biao Incident 


In September of 1971 Lin Biao's coup failed and he attempted to es- 
cape, resulting in the “September 13th Incident” which shook China 
and the rest of the world. Por the greater part of this year Hua 
Guofeng was not in Hunan. This was because after the 1970 Lushan 
Conference Mao Zedong personally transferred Hua to the Central 
Committee, though he retained his Hunan posts. It is said that in 
April of this year after the Central Committee held ie “Report- 
Back Meeting to Criticize the Rectification of Chen [Boda |” Hua 
Guofeng then remained in Beijing to participate in the proceedings on 
the Chen Boda case. It was while pogeeomsns this task that Hua 
first formed connections with Kang Sheng. Some reports say that after 
—* Lin Biao Incident Hua also participated in the work on the Lin 

ao case. 


In October of 1972 Hua Guofeng returned to Hunan at the suggestion 
of Mao Zedong to liquidate the remnants of the Lin Biao faction. From 
1971 to 1972 Hua Guofeng worked on the State Council. He was either 
a member of or in charge of the "All-China Conference on Agricultural 
Mechanization,” the “All-China Porestry Conference,” the All-China 
Light Industry Product Quality Confernce and so on. He also held the 
All-China Industrial Arts Exhibition. 
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In August of 1973 the Chinese Communists held the Tenth Party Congress 
and Hua Guofeng was promoted to the Politburo. 


In January of 1975 China held the Fourth National People's Congress 
and Mua Guofeng was formally recognized as the eixth-place Deputy 
Premier of the State Council and also held the post of Minister of 
Public Safety. In August of this poor Hua Guofeng participated in the 
examination and approval of the “Science Academy Work Report Outline.” 
In September he led a group of Central Committee delegates to Lhasa 
to participate in activities celebrating the ten-year anniversary of 
eatablishment of the Tibetean Autonomous Region. In October at the

On January Sth of 1976 Zhou Enlai died. Criticiem of Deng Xiaoping 
began. On January 21st Mao Zedong himself suggested that Hua Guofeng 
assume the position of Acting Premier of the State Council and take 
charge of the daily work of the Central Committee. On April %th Mao 
Zedong s sted that Hua Guofeng assume the positions of First 
Deputy Chairman of the Central Committee of the Communist Party and 
the Premiership of the State Council. On April 30th Mao Zedong wrote 
to Hua saying, “With you running things I can be at ease.” 


On October 6th of 1976,with the support of Ye Jianying and others, 
Hua Guofeng took decisive moves to arrest Jiang Qing and the other 
members of the Gang of Four. 


On October 7th of 1976 the Politburo of the Central Committee passed 

a resolution eaying that Hua Guofeng would be Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Chinese Communist “arty and Chairman of the Central 

Committee Military Affairs Commission. 





On March Sth of 1977 the RENMIN RIBAO printed Ere my art by 
Hua Guofeng which translates “Learn from Comrade Lei Feng and carry 
Out the proletarian revolutionary endeavors created by Chairman Mao.” 
On April 17th he inspected the ing Oilfields. On April 22nd at 
Daging he held anIndustry Learns from Daqing Conference. From April 
2ist to April 2%3rd he inspected —y~ y ” From April 23rd to 
April 24th he inspected Jilin. From April 24th to April 25th he in- 
spected Liaoning. 


On July 16th of 1977 at the Third Plenum of the Tenth Party Congress 
Hua Guofeng's posts were confirmed. Deng Xiaoping reappeared at this 
meeting. 


On August 12th of 1977 the CCP convened the Eleventh Congress and 

Hua Guofeng gave a political report which continued to call for 
support of the extreme left line of the Cultural Revolution. On te ha 
September he appeared at the “Conference Celebrating the Completion 

of the Mao Zedong Memorial Hall and Commemorating the First Anni- 
versary of the Death of Chairman Mao.” 
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On February 26th of 1978 Hua Guofeng gave the government work report 
to the Fifth National People's Congress. This Congress reaffirmed 
Hua‘'s position as Premier. 


On A t 16th of 1978 Hua Guofeng left Beijing to visit Romania, 
Yugoslavia and Iran. 


After the Third Plenum 


On December 18th of 1978 the Third Plenum of the Eleventh Co ss of 
the CCP was held. This was the turning pone’ which brought order to 
the chaos of the Chinese Communist ideological line. At the Third 
Plenum Hua Guofeng offered self-criticiem of his “Whatever” views and 
moreover asked that he no longer be called an “enlightened leader.” 


On June 18th of 1979 the Second Session of the Fifth National People's 
Congress was held and Hua Guofeng again presented the government work 
report and brought forth his clgke-dhagenter economic policy. 


On October 7th of 1979 Hua Guofeng held a news conference in which 
he confirmed that the “gang of four” would be put on trial and also 
said, "They definitely will not be given the death sentence.” 


Beginning on October 15th of 1979 Hua Guofeng visited France, West 
Germany and England. 


In February of 1980 the Chinese Communists held the Fifth Plenum of 
the CCP and Zhao Ziyang was selected to be a member of the Standing 
Committee of the Politburo and moreover was promoted to the State 
Council where he assumed the post of standing Deputy Premier in 
obvious anticipation of succeeding Yua Guofeng. 


In May of 1980 Hua Guofeng spoke at the Armed Forces Political Work 
Conference and again mentioned the problem of “fostering proletarian 
ideology and eliminating bourgeois ideology” for which he was attacked 
by the masses. 


On May 27th of 1980 Hua Guofeng visited Japan. 


In September of 1980 the Third Session of the Fifth NPC was held 
and Hua Guofeng formally resignei the premiership. 


On November 11th of 1980 Hua Guofeng was visited by the Secretary of 
the S sh Communist Party and on November 12th was visited by Li 
Kuan Yew the Premier of Singapore. 


On Nobember 25th of 1980 he was visited by a women's delegation from 
Somalia led by the wife of the Somalia president Mohammed Siad Barre. 
Up till ny jrd of 1981 this was the last time that Hua Guofeng 
appeared in public.

CONDITIONS IN PLA AIR FORCE DEPLORED

[Text] Comrade Zhang Tingfa's remarks at the meeting of the party Central 
Committee's military commission are perfectly correct, The present condition 
of the air force cannot but keep people worried. 


For more than 2 decades, the air force has been the worst victim of erroneous 
military policy. Everybody knows that the "gang of four" libeled the air force 
as the agent of the Lin Biao counterrevolutionary conspiratorial clique, and 
after the "gang of four" fabricated the 13 September incident and murdered 
Lin Biao and his relatives, air force commander Wu Faxian and other air force 
leaders were arrested. Countless air force cadres have been interrogated, 
detained or dismissed. After the downfall of the "gang of four," two air 
force commanders were successively replaced, and a new purge was conducted 
among the air force cadres at all levels for association with the "gang of 
four." Now, following the sentencing of former leaders of our air force, 
including Wu Faxian, new accusations are being made against a large number of 
air force cadres, alleging that they have been associated with the so-called 
Lin Biao counterrevolutionary clique and persecuting and suppressing them on 
this pretext. Most of those victims are former air force generals such as 
air force chief of staff Liang Pu, air force deputy chiefs of staff (Wang 
Sheng) and (Sui Ping), and director of the air force operations department 
Lu Min, as well as leading cadres of all military regions’ air force units. 
In all, more than 5,600 air force cadres are being investigated and inter- 
rogated and will be tried by the military tribunal for implication with the 
Lin Biao frameup concocted by the "gang of four." 


Because of cruel blows and persecution inflicted on air force cadres at all 
levels over the past many years, the present situation in the air force is 
extremely abnormal. Commander Zhang Tingfa stressed at the recent military 
meeting: 1) The air force has lost in recent years a number of outstanding, 
long-tested, professionally proficient and prestigeous cadres; yet air 

force cadres cannot be trained and brought up with a cram course; 2) the morale 
of the air force is low, and many military and political cadres lack enthusiasm 
for work, perfunctorily handle orders from above and are quite lax in 
discipline; 3) the air force's combat capability and training status have 
degenerated, and formerly reputable combat units such as the 15th and 16th 

air force divisions, the 15th and 24th airborn divisions, and the 1 August 
paratroop group are experiencing constant accidents on account of inadequate 








parts and equipment maintenance and personnel training; 4) serious shortcomings 
of the air force units have been exposed during the [word indistinct] period, 
and not only do they remain unremedied, but they have further worsened in 

some cases. 


Commander Zhang Tingfa's views should have attracted the attention of the 
leaders in the military commission. Under the present national defense 
condition, defense capability depends to a large extent on the air force's 
combat ability. The air force's combat ability, in turn, depends on the 
experience and quality of its cadres. On this ground, continuation of 
attacks on and persecution of air force cadres and refusal to correct the 
unjust cases involving air force cadres cooked up in the past few years can 
only harm the modernization of national defense,

"Beauty of behavior" means to be a person who is of value to the people and to 
society, to be "industrious, friendly and discipline-abiding," not to harm 

the collective interests, not to destroy public property and not to endanger 
social order. 


"Beauty of environment" means to do a good job in personal and family hygiene 
and sanitation in work areas and public places, to achieve "sanitation, 
neatness and afforestation,” not to spit everywhere, not to litter and not to 
destroy trees, flowers and plants. 
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To meet these requirements of decorum and courtesy, we must firet of all have 
4a correct understanding. Souwe people regard rudeness in speech and in deal- 
ing with people as a mark of the simple, honest and straightforward nature of 
the working people. This is a misunderstanding. A person's simplicity, 
honesty and kindness generally find expression in courteous words, conduct 

and manners, and reasonably. Rudeness and rough behavior are not necessarily 
linked with the working people, much less being their nature. Others describe 
stressing decorum and courtesy as a “bourgeois hypocritical style," which is 
equally wrong. There indeed are quite a few people among the bourgeoisie, who 
pose as people of high morals and appear refined and courteous, while in 

their hearts intrigue against others, trying to cheat or outwit others. But 
that has nothing in common with the socialist spiritual civilization we 
advocate, 


By decorum and courtesy we mean matching one's deed with one's word and thinking 
and acting in one and the same way. The decorum and courtesy we refer to are 
built on the basis of mutual respect, trust and help between people under 
socialist conditions, and are guided by the communist spirit and principles. 
Still others hold that the material conditions in our country are still not 
abundant and a part of the people do not have sufficient cultural upbringing, 
and that under the circumstances it is difficult to stress spiritual civilization. 
The facts are not like that. During the period in Yanan, the material and 
cultural lives of soldiers and civilians were by no means very good, but their 
spiritual life was rich and noble.

POPULATION SCIENCE SOCIETY ESTABLISHED

was officially established at the third national population science symposium 
which closed in the capital today.

Centenarian Ma Yinchu, one of China's best-known economists and demographers 
and former president of Beijing University, was elected honorary president.

He said at that time that while a large population 
could be a great resource it could also become a burden on the country. 
Excessive population growth would slow down the development of science and 
technology, he said. 


His theories have since been accepted by the Chinese Government in forming 
the nation's current population control policy. 


More than 230 papers were presented or exchanged at the symposium, dealing 
with the optimum population target for China--700 million by the year 2080-- 
the present encouragement of one-child families, control of rural population 
growth, urban population and demographic geography, Marxist theory on demo- 
graphy and an evaluation of malthusianism. 


The chairman of the council of the new society is Hsu Dixin, vice-president 
of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences.

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HENAN PLANNED PARENTHOOD CONFERENCE~-The recent Henan work conference on 
planned parenthood revealed that birth rate was reduced from 19,23 per 1,000 
in 1979 to 15,87 per 1,000 in 1980, The population growth rate was reduced 
from 12,88 per 1,000 in 1979 to 9.55 per 1,000 in 1980, putting Henan in the 
advanced countrywide levels. In 10 counties, the birth rate exceeded 

20 per 1,000, The provincial work conference called on the people throughout

POPULATION SCIENCE SYMPOSIUM--Beijing, Feb 24 (XINHUA)--Chinese demographers 
said that China's drive for every married couple to bear only one child is 
consonant with an optimum population range of between 650 million and 

700 million in the next century. The target figures were established by 

a group of natural scientists headed by cyberneticist Song Jian and a group 
of social scientists headed by economist Tian Xueyuan. They made their 
announcement at the third national symposium on population science now in 
session in Beijing. They estimated that by 2080 the Chinese population would 
stabilize at 700 million if every couple bore only one child for the next 

20 to 30 years. Beyond that, they said, the average births per family 

might increase to two. This limitation would hold China's maximum population 
before 2080 to 1,200 million, they added.
